H« has done his paity 
good service, and at some couKi<lera- 
able sacrifice, as wiien (Jii the illness 
of Mr. Gerard Noel ho resumed the 
post of Opposition Whip after ho hatl, 
as he supposed, got quit of its onerous 
duties for ever. Mr. Disraeli found 
his aid invaluable during the debates 
on the Reform Bill of \HI\7 , and it was 
greatly through Colonel Taylor's 
skill that tho bill was Ktc^nrod 
through the rocks and shoals by which 
it was beset, and which constantly 
threatened it with destruction.^ "When 
Mr. Disraeli retuvn(nl to onice last 
year ho rewarded tho /.isal of his 
Whip by giviug hiin tho well-paid 
and almost sinecure post of Chancellor 
of the Duchy of Lancastor, with a 
salary of £2,000 a year.

^'Swopping Horses " 

An IJoglifih vit tSis' r^a Btdiy' of a 
genttemi&n 'wHo lately, in making a re- 
turn of his ineome to the liax collect- 
or, wrote on the paper: "For the last 
three years my income has been sowe- 
what under £150. In future it viU bo 
more precarioua, as the man is dead 
from whom I borrowed me money." 
Few among our many readers here or 
in the upper country will require to 
be romindod that the present condi- 
tion of Provincial finances is identical 
with that of the inipecuuious English 
gentleman. When tbo Government 
ofjtlie Province was handed over to the 
DeCosuioa Ministry there was a large 
surplus in the treasury; andtho legiti- 
mate revenue of the country was deem- 
ed ample for all legitimate charges 
that might be mndo upon it. Im- 
mediately upon taking the reins, how- 
ever, the ncv.' GoverniuGnt plunged at 
once into a system of reckless expen- 
diture which speedily absorbed the 
Burplus in the treasury and plunged 
the country deeply into debt to one of 
the Banks. In every country direct 
taxation baa never been popular with 
the masses, and tho Government of 
this Province that shall first impose 
direct taxation will bo likely to meet 
with considerable opposition. Es- 
pecially on the ove of a general elec- 
tion, is it considered unwise to impose 
'new taxes; and the Government we 
have under consideration at this mo- 
ment shranlc from the duty imposed 
upon them, and cast about for means 
through wMch they might avoid the 
iupositioil of iresh, taxation until after 
the general eleoldon. They hit, final- 
-lf,;on the expedient of borrowing from 
' Ci'aada the Bum of $900,000— which 
sum was to be considered as part of 
the debt of the Province until refund- 
ed to Canada. Upon this $900,000 
the Province fa now subsisting. Every 
JTQ&d ox bridge built by the present 
Gbvenmient has been built with 
• money borrowed from Canada. The 
Schoolhouses now in course of 
construction in various parts of 
tho Province are being built with 
money borrowed from Canada. The 
lunatic asylum, the cofTerdam, tho 
boarding-school are being built with 
money borrowed from Canada. The 
election exijonses, the printing bills, 
—aye, tho corruption fund and the 
personal expenses of the Attorney- 
General who is now canvassing the 
Mainland for recruits to "fight Mac- 
kenzie," are defrayed with money bor- 
rowed from Canada. Yes, it is a sol- 
id, indisputable fact — a fact patent to 
any one who will take tho trouble to 
examine the public accounts — that the 
■war now being waged against Canada 
in this portion of Canada's Dominion 
is being fought with Canada's money! 
Without that aid the Government must 
have long since retired from the offices 
i^fti6j disgrace by their cowardice and 
rascality, and made way for men who 
would have braved every difficulty and 
danger rather than incur a dangerous 
obligation to Canada at this critical 
period. We hear a great deal said in 
a certain newspaper whose name is 
sbarcely mentioned in decent circles 
about men who would "sell the coun- 
try if they had a chance ;" and of 
"Mackenzie's gold." But these silly 
rhodomontades from men who h.avo 
placed the country under serious pe 
uuniary obligations to Canada, and 
who are printing their paper through 
tho inthienco of money borrowed from 
Canada are too silly for serious atten- 
tion. Lot tho public look fur a 
single moment at tho state of finan- 
cial difficulty into which tho Govern- 
ment of tbo Province have plunged it, 
whilst professing an intention to rebel 
— to secode— to raise Cain generally — 
if our railway rights are not accorded. 
They have put tho country in a posi- 
tion from which it will hn.ve the great- 
est difiiculty to demand its rights from 
tho Dominion. Askod one of the huc- 
CGHsful candidates at the recent Phil- 
harmonic meeting: "Is it wise to 
borrow money from a man with whom 
you are going to have a lawsuit?" 
Strange as it may appear to tho read- 
er this \H procisoly the fix our Govern- 
ment is in with Canada. Mr. Walkem 
deolarefl^tlptt he is going to have a law< 
suit with Canada, and then deliberate- 
ly places it beyond his jjower to com- 
mence the suit bv D0IIR0WTN(^ 
MONEY FUCM UUK DEirj'Oh! 
Nor is it any beggarly sum thiisu gou- 
tlemen have borrowed. Twenty thou- 
-sand — one hundred thousand — aqtnir- 
ter of a million! RTere bagatelle, sirs! 
Tlioy already owo Canada half-a-juil- 
Uou;and if thoy bo returned to power 
by vour voies they intend to round 
oil "the indobtednesB with another 



$400,000. A majority of the people 
on tho Island have spoken emphatical- 
ly against the hypocrisy and double- 
dealing of the Ministry in borrowing 
money from Canada at this time; and 
it only remains for tiio Mninlantl to fol- 
low tho example of tho Island and nil will 
bo well. In one of tho journal» now ou- 
gngod in "fighting Mackenzie" with Can- 
adian gold tho Mainlandcrs aro told in 
the words of Abe Lincoln that it "is dan- 
gerous to swop horses while Grossing a 
stream." But what if the horse to which 
tho rider entrusted his safety has lost hia 
footing in tho niiildio of tho atrenm and 
is being borne down with tho current to 
swift destruction, sliiiU tho ridor cling 
to Lis back aiul .shuro his perils V or 
shall he mount tho trusty, sure-footed 
stood that stands saddled in midstream 
willing and anxious to bear him safely to 
the shore ? Mainlondors, the horse that 
has lost his footing in tbo middle of tho 
stream is called ConnopTioN. Tho steed 
that stands roady to boar tho country be- 
yond tho reach of dimgor is called Eii- 
FLm."!! : Had you not hotter "swop horses."

She was up the lialtic with Niiiiior 
during the liussiiHi war, aud st;irk in 
ono of the arrow crooks or cliuiiiuils 
up the Gulf of Bothnia. An nttciupt 
was made to fit her up with enyino.s 
and modern iiupvovcinentK, but tho 
(dd salt did not ai)i)rovo of new-fiiii»l- 
ed ways. Slio was a sailor of the old 
school, in her day sho doubtlos.s did 
her tliity, and now,Jliko that excollont 
nii.n and seaman, Tom Bowling', she 
has probably "gone aloft."

^omen having several children in 
tliis mill were visited by a mob of GOO 
mill oijoratives who told thorn if their 
cliildren wore not taken from the mill 
tliey would be killed when they camo 
out. Similar threats to operativcB 
vrere made at other mills. The opera- 
tives \'isited Mayor Davenport this 
forenoon, soliciting aid. Thoy ■wore 
informed that as tlioy had declined to 
■work this mornir.g, ho had no author- 
ity to assiat tlioin from tho city treasu- 
ry.

GENTLE]\IEN: — As a general election 
for luombers lo represent you in tho Lo- 
cal Parliament of this Province is about 
to take place, I have determined, in ac- 
cordance with a very general request of 
tho electors of your District, to ollor my- 
self as a candidate. 

The early date at which I hear tho 
elections are to bo held will prevent my 
meeting you Dorsoually, as I had intend- 
ed. I therefore take this opportunity of 
giving you ray views on somoof tho most 
important questions that are likely to oc- 
cupy tho attention of the next Legisla- 
ture. 

Tho Indian question I oonsidor of the 
greatest importance, and one that should 
be attended to at tho earliest possible 
momont. Living, as I do, amongst a 
portion of tbe most discsntonted, I speak 
with authority when I say that unless a 
speedy settlement is arrived at, conse- 
quences of a veiy grave nature are likely 
to arise. The Indians are not unreason- 
able in their deiimr.ds; what they want is 
a fair i-ettleuient, and I cannot see why 
this should not have taken place almost 
immediately after tlonfoderation. 

Tho school system of this Province I 
consider good, and v.itli tho success aji- 
X:iareut that has uttended the hoarding 
school at Caclio (,'roek, 1 would advocate 
a further expenditure iu that direction, 
and consider that Kiinilooijs and other 
portions of this largo Province should 
have institutions erected of a like charac- 
ter. 

The formation of Agricultural Societies 
throughout the Province, you are aware, 
I have for some time advocated, and I 
wonld support any measure f^iving a lib- 
eral grant of inouoy to aid such societies. 
It will he the means of hringing farmers 
and stock-raisers together, of comnaring 
stock and iudiioing tbe importation of 
good blood. 

The early commencement of the Kail- 
way on the Mainland of British Columbia 
is of tho greatest iinportanco to tlio set- 
tlers in this section of our Province. 

The late negotiations that have taken 
l>hico with regard to a rolaxotion of tho 
Terms of L'nioii 1 have been opposed to, 
and consider that under nooiroamstauccs 
should thejf have been entered into with- 
out consulting tho people. Thoy have, 
liiippily for in, Iicimi uiiHUccesHf ni, but as 
it is reporte,! that fi esli iic;;ut iiil lon.-t aro 
likely to take placiiauil tlu! ijne.'-tinji must 
be coiihiilfi-ed ut an early diit') by our Lo- 
cal ', Joverniuent, 1 would siijiport no 
(iovernment who in treating with the Do- 
minion Government did not insist on an 
t.'ai ly commencement of railway construc- 
tion on tho Mainland, aud an equal dis- 
tribution b(!tweeii \'ancouver Island and 
tho Mainland of any coiiipi;iiH!ition that 
might bo oll'ered fortho nonfnltl!iiii;nt of 
tho TiMTiis of L'nioii. I consider that 
should fit!sh negotiations fake place some 
arrangeinont should bo come to with the 
Dominion (iovernment by which our 
Tarifl' should he so luoililied as lo give 
us Honio protection for our U.ick inleroBt. 

Sliould you, gentlemen, do me the 
honor of (dectiug me as one of vour re- 
liresentalives, F shall feel it always my 
duty to advocate tho expenditure of pub- 
lic monies on public works as far as the 
rovouuo of tho Province will allow, but 
that only on works of n roprodiictivo 
character. 

I consider that tho Govornnient of tho 
Province should be (Carried on with the 
strictest economy comiml^iblo with pub- 
lic ofTiciency; that taxation should be 
equalized so that tho rioh man pay his 
fair proportion with tho poor, which is 
ntJt tho case now. T trust that tlio.se views 
will bo aooeptablo to you, am] should you 
return mo ns one of your represontatives, 
I shall endeavor at all times to obtain 
your views on all ])nblic (luestioiis, and 
thus ho enabled to act according to the 
well uiidorstood wishes of my constitu- 
ents.
